to. and 10:30 p, m. Thursday.. Tha 
earlier cable reported that the wires 
were broken between Fort de Prance 
and St. Pierre, but it was added, in 
view cf re§x>rts that the eruption oJ 
.Mont Peiee had wiped out th» town 
ot St. Pierre, all the boats available 
at Port <Je France were dispatched to 
,the assistance of the inhabitants of 
this place. The second dispatch con- 
firmed the reports of the destruction, 
af St. Pierre and lie environs «,ad ship- 
ping by a rain of fire, and said it was 
supposed that the whole population 
had been annihilated with the excep- 
tion of a few Injured persons rescued

Trying to Procure Food. 


Bordeaux, Prance, May 10.—Tha 


minister of the colonies, M, Decrais. 
who has been visiting tho south of 
France, hurried back to Paris on hear- 
ing of the Martinique disaster. Before 
leaving here he expressed the opinion 
that the fact that the commander ot 
•the warship Suchet is seeking provis- 
ions showed that a number of the in- 
habitants of St. Pierre, foreseeing the 
disaster, had sought refuge at various 
points sheltered from the volcanic 
stream, and there being no vessels to 
transport the people tho Suchet was 
tryicg to procure food for them. 


Cable Ship Lost. 


San Juan, Porto Rico, May 10.—The 


cable officials here have received ad- 
vices from tho island of DosnlnleatSat 
a schooner which has arrived there 
from the island of Martinique reports 
that over 40,000 p&ople are supposed 
to have perished during the volcanic 
disturbances in Martinique. The cable 
repairs steajner Qrappler, belonging to 
the West India and Panama Telegraph 
company of London, was lost with, all 
hands uuring the eruption of Mousi 
Pelee a.t St Pierre, Martinique.

ments. The closing scenes of the de- 
bate were accompanied by a dramatic 
ineMent. Delegate Mark A. Smith of 
Arizona, v,-ho has been fighting for the 
admission of his territory for a dosten 
years.

Fine Imposed for Fake 


Fire Sale Claims. 


The Number of Bills Passed 


by the Present Legisla- 


ture of Ohio 


Will Afford Ample Employment to 


the Lawyers in the State 


for Many Years to 


Come. 


Columbus. May 10.—Two important 


bills were passed in the house, one by 
Mr. Berghegger or Hamilton county 
and the other by Mr. Pollock of Stark. 
The first amended the law regulating 
the employment of children so as to 
make 14 years the minimum age. arid 
requiring all employes of persons un- 
der IS years of age to keep a record of 
the ages of such children, to be sap- 
plied to them by affidavit of parents or 
guardian. 
The Pollock bill amended 


the compulsory education law so as to 
conform with the provisions of the 
Berghegger bill, fixing the limit at 14 
years. 


The house made a law of the Pom- 


erene bill, which sought to prevent 
"fake" fire sales. Any one 
offering 


goods for sale at an advertised re- 
duced price because of alleged dam- 
ages by fire, when in reality they are 
simply shopworn goods, is to be pun- 
ished by a fine of from ?5d to 51,000 
fine or si>: months' imprisonment. 


The bill to increase the salaries oi 


the penitentiary' officials was passed 
?Jter some lively debate. 
Under its 


provisions the guards will receive an 
increase of 510 a.month. 


The.house passed the Pollock bill, 


which regulates the salaries of assist- 
ant physicians at the different state 
institutions. Assistant physicians are 
to receive $600 the first year, and an 
Increase of $100 each year until they 
shall have been advanced on thw pay- 
roll to $1.200. 


The.Bartington bill, to authorize the 


state board of charities to appoint a 
state supervisor of dependent children, 
was passed. The new officer will look 
after the wants of orphans and other 
indigent little folks over the state, 
working under the direction of the 
state board. 


Two bills, intended to help out the 


state university, were passed without 
opposition. 
The first was 
by 
Mr. 


Meisel of Cuyahoga county, an 
en- 


abling act for the university under the 
new levy, appropriating $300,000 
for 


1902 and the same amount, for 1903. 
Then a bill by Mr. Brennan was pass- 
ed, authorizing .the trustees to issue 
$240,000 worth Of bonds in anticipa- 
tion of tho levy. 


Thft house passed Mr. Brumbaugh's 


anti-trust bill, to amend the old Valen- 
tine law. It provides that any person 
cr firss "'!}<? i-°- injured in his business 
by any combination or trust may re- 
cover damages, both as a recompense 
and S.B .punishment, for forming 
the 


combination. 


Other bills were passed by the house 


as follows: To provide that consents 
to a right of way by abutting property 
holders can not be withdrawn after an 
ordinance granting a franchise has 
been read in council for the second 
time; to provide that when a munici- 
pality shall decide to erect its own 
gaa or electric light plant, it shall pur- 
chase the already existing plant. 


In the Senate. 


Th« senate practically defeated the 


Fisher bill to make the late President 
McKinley's birthday a legal holiday. 
When the bill came up for its final 
passage Senator Herrick -wanted the 
birthdays of Garfleld and Lincoln In- 
cluded. The bill was finally referred 
to the judiciary committee, where it 
is expected it will die. 


The Thompson bill, permitting for- 


eign health insurance companies to do 
business in Ohio, was passed. The 
bill to make burglar}" punishable by 
life imprisonment was received from- 
the house, passed to its second rea.din 
and referred to the chairman of the 
judiciary committee as a select com 
mittee of one, indicating that the bill 
•will ia passed. An appropriation bill 
by Mr. Gear was passed, allowing the 
expenditure of $28,000 tor markers to 
designate the position of Oh la troops 
a>t Mission Ridge. 


The senate made a law of the Kraser 


bill, which provides that the juries in 
pure food casee before Justices of the 
peace shall be drawn In the wune man 
xxer aa juries In ta« common plets 
court, and, further, th*t th» common 
pleas court ahall have the"right to re- 
view tbe erideftc* in such cue*.

The Question as to the Pennaueucy 


of the Strike Will be Left 


to Discussion of 


Delegates. 


Scranton. Pa.. May 10.—A general 


strike of the miners of the anthraoit.u 
region has been ordered for Monday 
next, but the order oas a reserve qual- 
ification attached. The quesUon as to 
whether the strike is to be made per- 
manent is left to tne decision of a 
convention of delegates of all 
the 


local organizations of r.he mine work- 
ers, to be held at Hazleton nest Wed- 
nesday. 
The miners' e^o«itivp com- 


mittee of thres districts met here and 
h?-d a three-hour session. At its con- 
clusion President Mitchell reati to the 
newspaper men the following audrvss. 
prepared for the anthracite miners of 
Pennsylvania: 


'Gentlemen: The executive commit- 


tees of the anthracite mine workers 
who were delegated by the SharaoHin 
convention to represent you in tbe ne- 
gotiations with the railroad presidents 
and mine operators for the purpose of 
obtaining increased 
wages, 
shorter 


hours and better conditions of employ- 
ment, have exhausted al! peaceable, 
conciliatory and honorable means at 
their command, and have failed1 
to- 


secure any concessions of a tangible 
nature, and while under the resolu- 
tions adopted by the Shamokin '-on- 
vention authority was vested in 
the 


executive committees, should they fa:! 
in the negotiations, to inaugurals a 
strike st whatever time, in ttieir judg- 
ment held out the greatest promise ot 
success, the comraittees alter three 
daj-s' serious deliberation, f«el that Jti 
justice to the anthracite mine work- 
ers and those dependent upon them, 
before a general strike is inaugurated, 
the question should be further con- 
sidered by a delegate convention, in 
which representatives from the vari- 
ous local unions sh-aJl be fully 
in- 


structed by their constituents and pre- 
pared to vote in favor of or in oppo 
sition to complete cessation o£ work. 


"In the mean time all persons em- 


ployed in or around the colleries, 
strippings, wasneries and breakers are 
instructed to temporarily abstain from 
working, beginning with Monday. May 
12, and continuing thereafter until a 
final decision is reached by z. delegate 
convention which will convene Wed- 
nesday morning.. May 14. at Haileton, 
Pa. 
The basis of representation in 


this convention ehall be one vote for 
each 100 members, and one vote for 
each additional 100 members or tna- 
^oritv traction thereof.* 


"The executive committees recom- 


mend that special. meetings of alt 
local unions be held on Monday after- 
noon. May 12, for tbe purpose of se- 
lecting delegate* and considering lh« 
question involved, and it is especially 
recommended that 'specific 
instruc- 


tions be given to delegates OB to how 
they shall vote on the proposition to 
inaugurate a strike or continue work 
under present conditions. The instruc- 
tion for a41 men to suspend work on 
Monday does not include nremeu. en- 
gin««rs, pumpmen 
and other 
labor 


necessary to preserve the properties 
ot the operators." 


The ordksr is signed by all the dis- 


trici presidents and secretaries. There 
ia not a particle of question but that 
the miners Will religiously obey the 
order, and that on Monday next not so 
much as a shovel full of coal will be 
mined in the Lacbawanna valley.
